Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Eisenschenk directed attention to Tables I and 2 as providing a 
listing of known immunoreceptors along with their accession numbers. In response to inquiry by Dr, Eisenschenk 
about bringing in to the disclosure a Sequence Listing that would contain the sequences associated with the accession 
numbers, Mr. Sisson noted that unless this information had been incorporated by reference, the introduction of same 
could well constitute new matter. 

The aspect of deleting the clause "or a sequence which is derived therefrom" from claim 58, steps (b), (c), and (d), et 
al., was discussed. 

In response to inquiry by Dr. Eisenschenk about submitting either peer-reviewed articles, or a declaration, Mr. Sisson 
requested that a declaration be submitted, and that any evidence, such as peer-review articles, can be submitted 
therewith to support conclusions being drawn as to certain aspects being well known in the art at the time of filing. 

Paragraph 9 of the Office action was discussed. Dr. Eisenschenk indicated that cell phenotype was determined by use 
of an antibody, and that the cells were identified as expressing either p50.2+ or p58.2+ (specification at page 17). Mr. 
Sisson directed attention to the initial part of paragraph 9 and that the specification did not reasonably suggest that 
applicant was in possession of certain labeled probes. In response to argument by Dr. Eisenschenk that such was well 
known and obvious in the art at the time of the invention, Mr. Sisson pointed to how the claims were rejected under the 
written description, nor enablement, clause of 35 USC 12, first paragraph, and as such, obviousness cannot be relied 
upon. Mr. Sisson invited applicant's attorney to identify where the specification reasonably suggests that applicant was 
in possession of the now-claimed labeled probes at the time of filing. 

Dr,. Eisenschenk indicated that a revocation and assignment of a new power of attorney had been submitted by mail 
on September 2, 2004. 
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
